Recent developments have only intensified 
the ambivalent relationship between the 
Premier and his top echelon of followers, 


reports the Post’s MARK SEGAL.

A CONSIDERABLE amount of 
muterial exists for students of psy- 
chupolities who ponder the reasons 
for Begin's attitude to those of his 
followers who distinguish 
themselves while advancing his 
cause, Ile is as unforgiving of Ezer 
Weizman for having engineered his 
1977 electoral victory, as he is of 
Finance Minister Yorum Aridor for 
his contribution to the 1981 success. 
Indeed, the Herut unnals are filled 
with the wrecked careers of would- 
be successors. © 

Anyone trying to comprehend 
Begin's mass appeal will have found 
most illuminating the appearance of 
the young Mahane Yehuda vendor 
on Ram Evron's TV talk show this 
week. The man demonstrated that it 
was hero-worship of Begin the stern 
father figure that inspired his al- 
legiance and made him regard dis- 
sent as heresy. 

He is typical of the second 
generation of immigrant 
proletarians whom Begin managed 
to coax into the political system in 
the 1950s, and he has inherited a 
loyalty to the Herut leader that has 
become part of his personality. 

When Begin visited Dimona 
earlier this year, many of the 
employees at the nearby Dead Sea 
Works asked for the day off. When 
the management asked why, the 
reply was always the same: ” Abba 
{father) is coming.” 


BUT ALMOST ‘against Begin's 
wishes, a well-organized apparatus 
has been emerging since Herut 
became the governing party. In its 
early years, Herut was based on 8 
cosy clique of the faithful whose ap- 
peal to the masses was reserved for 
election: days. The breakthrough 
came in 1965 when the Liberals, 
formed the Gahal partnership, con- 
ferring bourgeois respectability a5. 
their dowry. Before that, the late 


ἢ 


Arye Ben-Eliezer had persuaded 
the Herut Party to join the Hista- 
drut, rather (han seek to smash il. 
This meant that in ἃ matter of 
yeurs thousands of Herutniks found 
themselves wielding trade union 
power, both on works committees 
and labour councils. The burgeon- 
ing factlon trained cadres for the 
Likud’s eventual assumption of 
power, and provided a launching 
pad for the two men who today con- 
trol the party machine — Finance 
Minister Aridor and Deputy 
Premier David Levy. While Levy 
has graduated from populist 
spokesman of the have-nots to one 
of the national leaders who dared to 
disapprove of Sharon's hijacking of 
the cabinet during Operation Peace 
for Galilee, he has always taken 
care to cultivate the “Blue-White" 
Herut faction in the Histadrut as his 
power base. 

Aridor has shot to the top of the 
power structure. Behind the over- 
powering shadow of Begin, Levy 
and Aridor have influenced the 
process of what has come to be 
known as “the Mapaization of 
Herut.” Spelled out, this means the 
not always judicious distribution of 
patronage among the party faithful. 

Aridor is being compared to the 
late Pinhas Sapir in his methods and 
style of working, but he certainly 
lacks that wizard's capacity for in- 
stantaneous communication wilh 
other people, - 

Various cabinet ministers report 


that Begin does not bother to con-. 


ceal his dislike for his most success- 
ful finance minister. At times he 
even treats him with open dis: 


respect. al cabinet meetings, to the: 


embarrassment of the others. In- 
quiry in Herut circles elicits talk of 
ati old feud, from the days of Polish 


Betar, between Begin and Aridor's 


father, 


IT MAY WELL be that a5 ἃ stern. 
father figure Begin does not like his. 
-subordinate to’ steal any,.of the, 
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limelight. That certainly seemed Lhe 
case when Levy tovk too seriously 
his role as “the Strong Mun for the 
Histadrut’ in 1981, When it came to 
putting together his second govern- 
ment, Begin was even prepared to 
deprive Levy of one of his port- 
folios. But Levy maneuvered him 
into making him his second deputy 
premier. Some Herut insiders say 
the day Begin was obliged to an- 
nounce that appointment, he added 
Levy's name to his grudge list. 

Levy's demonstration of indepen- 
dent thinking during the Lebanon 
war reportedly added to Begin’s ir- 
ritation. Thus a situation has arisen 
in which the leader of the Likud 
does not make any bones about his 
lack of love for the two strong men 
of his party. 

Even before the early, un- 
blemished phase of the war in 
Lebanon, when everything seemed 
to be going well, there was talk in- 
side the purty of Aridor and Levy 
forming a movement to stop Arik. It 
was then that the national party 
convention, originally scheduled for 
August, was postponed to 
November. At the time Herut politi- 
cians expressed the fear that 
Sharon's accomplishments in 
Lebanon might help him to conquer 
the convention. 

The Black Rosh Hashana, as 
Shinui’s Amnon Rubinstein calls it, 
has changed all that. The majority 
view inside Herut today is that 
Sharon is taking a nose dive from 
which it will be difficult to recover. 
Or as one MK put it, “Arik comes 
under ‘sellers only’ today."' 
Nevertheless, there is apparently 
some sympathy for Sharon among 
the rank-and-file, who feel that he is 
being unfairly persecuted. 

But there isn’t a single Sharon 
stalwart among the dozen or so 
members of the Herut secretariat, 
over which Aridor presides, 

What some observers found in- 
tercsting was the short-lived 
romance between Foreign Minister 
Shamir and Sharon, during the 
height of the war, It was then that. 
rumours surfaced of a split between 
Levy and Aridor, with the latter 
supposedly shifting to Shamir, and 
leaning toward Sharon. This was 
reflected in the pro-Sharon state- 
ments made by Shamir's party allics 
— Herut Knesset faction chairman 
Ronnie ‘Milo and Deputy 
Agriculture Minister Michael 
Dekel. 


WHILE SHAMIR is still being 
mooted as & compromise interim 
successor, should Begin retire, the 
name of Moshe Arens has also 
begun to circulate — if not yet for 
the No. 1 job, then at least for the 
foreign affairs portfolio, 

His solid performance as ambas- 
sador in Washington has won him 
considerable esteem and even 
worked for him in opinion polls. His 
party base is protected by Yigael 
Coheh-Orgad, the Likud whip on 
the Knesset Finance Committee, in 
his .capacity as chairman of the 
party’s Tel Aviv regional committee. 

Cohen-Orgad was the only 
leading Herut politician | spoke to 
this week who was prepared to be 
quoted on the question of bringing 
Weizman back into the fold. There 
was an unsuccessful bid earlier this 
year by Levy to ty and make up 
with the former defence minister — 
but Begin indicated thal Weizman 
was still at the top of his grudge list. 

An important segment of . the 
party hasn't forgiven Weizman for 
abandoning the first Likud govern- 
ment in its ‘hour of nced. 

Even .those who support 


Weiziman aré upset by. the way he. 


allowed. himself to become: en- 


tangled in a premature move by 
Shimon Peres to establish aa alter- 
nitive coalition, 

One Weizman supporter told me 
that the moment of truth had ar- 
rived for Ezer as fur as his link with 
Herut is concerned.’ All the talk 
about him heading a new centre 
party had only gluddened his oppo- 
nents inside Herut, he said. This 
Herut politician thought Weiznun 
should force the issue by initiating a 
mecting with Begin. 

There are people inside the party 
who see Weizman us their best hope 
in the post-Begin era. They point to 
his broad electoral appeal and say 
that if Herut does not want to lose 
the Liberals, then they must strive to 
bring him back. 

I have even heard that both 
Aridor and Levy are quietly in 
favour of the efforts to bring about 
an carly Weizman comeback, with 
the aim of replacing Sharon at 
Defence. 

Cohen-Orgad suid he was strong- 
ly opposed to bringing Weizman 
back to a senior cabinet post: ‘'l am 
apprehensive because those voices 
in the Likud and my party who want 
him back in a senior cabinet slot are 
really aiming at a change in our 
political course, with a greuter 
tecepliveness towards the Reagan 
plan.'' But then Aren’s party ally 
voted against the peace treaty with 
Egypt; and this week, when relao- 
tions with Cairo were seen to have 
deteriorated considerably, it did not 
go unnoticed that Mrs, Reuma 
Weizman enjoyed an exceptionally 
friendly reception from members of 
the Egyptian establishment, 

Here was a demonstration that 
Weizman is one of the few top 
Israelis, if not the only one, who hns 
kept open the door to Egypt. And 
that is an asset no political party can 
overlook. 


EVEN !F Sharon munages 10 bring 
down Begin through the Kahan 
commission, there is no doubt that 
Begin, if he wishes, can run vguin al 
the head of the Likud-and emerge 
with ἃ sizeable number of Knesset 
seats, } 

The premicr has already in- 
dicated his intention of calling for 
elections in 1982. However, as some 
of the more pragmatic Herut MKs 
have asked, how will he get a ma- 
jority to enact the bill that shortens 
this Knesset's life? 

And even if he does, what kind of 
a coalition will he form after what 
promises to be a particularly bruis- 
ing election campaign? The 
National Religious Party is showing 
signs of regretting its alliance with 
the Likud and of secing any con- 
tinuation as the kiss of death, Begin 
may have nianaged to play up to 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg's 
vanity, it is said, but the latter cun- 
nol deliver the party.

His father 
called him Avraham Gabriel and his 
friends nicknamed him “Buli.” But 
it is as A.B. Yehoshua that he is 
known as a writer and as a lecturer 
at the University of Haifa, [1 is 
also under this name that he speaks 
his mind, throwa himelf into 
political issues and criticizes

My first question: 


What has the year 5742 been to 
A.B. Yehoshua as a man, ac a Jew, as 
an Israeli and as a writer? 


Last year... it started with being 
conscious of the fact that the 
government had indeed changed, 
that what happened in the 1977 
elections wasn't just an episode. A 
new government had come to 
power. Suddenly one began to see 
all the symptoms and the processes 
that led to the fall of the Labour 
government, | was, as you know, 
even though not wholeheartedly, 
active in the elections in support of 
the Alignment. I hed cherished a 
feeling that what had happened in 
the "77 elections would be corrected 
the next time, Afler the elections 1 
had a flash of understanding and [ 
saw just how incorrectly 1 had 
evaluated the true political realities 
of the situation here. 

in what way do you feel you judged 
wrongly? 

T thought that the move towards 
the Likud was a matter of disap- 
pointment with the Alignment, of 
fatigue, and of fantasies, Now it is 
clear to me that there are far deeper 
reasons. 


Are you suggesting that the Align- 
ment paved the way for the Likud? 


Exactly. But even more than that, 
most people do not vole according 
to ideological considerations, 
Ideology is only important to the 
idealists who deal with these mat- 
ters, There are genuine hawks today 
who still vote Labour because they 
smell a familiar scent in that camp. 
The real problem of the fall of the 
Alignment is the feeling of im- 
potence they have projected in re- 
cont years.

It's a perfect example. Again, 
when I speak of creativily I speak of 
the unrest, the desire to attack 
problems. The feeling that anything 
is possible if it solves the problem, 
which may also arise from the feel- 
ing that you cannot indefinitely en- 
dure ambivalent situations, 

The Alignment’s stand, a more 
essential stand, is territorial com- 
promise. This is not just a political 
matter, it's’ also a general psy- 
chological matter, There is a com- 
mon factor between the Right and 
the Left and that is the feeling that 
there are radical, real solutions.., 
History teaches us that territorial 
compromise is not always the solu- 
tion, that there are very final solu- 
tions to problems, The war in 
Algeria ended with a radical solu- 
tion, The war in Vietnam ended 
with an extreme solution and this 
was also true in Rhodesia, {t turns 
out that there are areas in life where 
solutions are definite, despite our

From what you say one would think 
that Divine Providence had pushed 
Israel's government into going to war 
in Lebanon so that Reagan and others 
would come forward with a plan for 
peace, so that from the curse of war 
will come forth peace. 


It is possible that the war in 
Lebanon will be the push for a solu- 
“tion to the Palestinian problem and 
that this will be ssen in the same 
light os was the Yom Kippur War, 
which brought about the initiatives 
of Sadat, But this does not mitigate 
the blame for this terrible war, 
which falls on those who initiated it, 
any more than the results of Sadat's 
visit can mitigate the responsibility 
of Golda Meir and Moshe Dayan 
and the rest of their government for 
the melidal of the Yom Kippur War. 
This government did not want to 
solve the Palestinian problem by 
this destruction, nor did they want 
to ‘help Lebanon.

This war made a deep impression on 
you, as on most Israelis.

“It’s strange that Begin, who so

Greater Israel, doesn't even talk 
about aliya, has done nothing to 
fight yerida, and in some senses 
cven legilimizes it. He calls them 
Israeli citizens abroad. But the 
problem of the Diaspora is far 
deeper than this, We must not 
forget that we are a people of the 
Diaspora and that the years of exile 
play a most important role in our 
history. The relationship to the 
Land of Israel is one of am- 
bivalence. 

Abraham, the first Jew, was the 
first oleh and the first yored the 
Land of Israel ever knew. His 
grandson emigrated from the land 
und died in exile. The nation that 
received the Law didn’t want to 
enter the Land of Isracl, The sub- 
ject is vast and awesome and 1 don't 
think we have yet plumbed the 
depth of the importance of this in 
ourselves, [ tried to approach the 
subject in my book ἢ τάμε Hanor- 
maliat (“The Right to Normatey"), 
but 1 felt chat there wus still 
something behind the words. It’s so 
much easier to tlk about Jewish 
values and Jewish survival than to 
relute to the real reasons behind the 
long Dinspora. 


In your book, you differentiate 
between Jews and Israelis in connec 
tion with allya and yerlda.... 


Yes, the more Jewish we become, 
the easier it is to leave the country; 
the more we identify ourselves as 
Israclis the stronger our tie with the 
country. 11 is Jewishness that hes 
changed it to ἃ country of no aliya 
and‘a lot of yerida. {t's really very 
simple. If your identity is actually 
Jewish then you already have the 
knapsack that Rabbi Yohanan Ben 
Zakai prepared for you, 2,000 years 
ago. You can leave the country 
without losing your identity. It's a 
perfect passporl for migration. 
When your identity is thal of an 
Israeli — the country, the language, 
the totality of the lifestyle — then 
in order to leave you must in 8 real 
sense destroy some very basic part 
of yous identity. 

Do you see the Zionist ideology asa 
fallure? 


. No, the Zionist ideal was success- 
ful in all its predictions, and history 
has given brutal and shocking proof 
of the validity of those predictions. 
The Jewish People have failed, not 
Zionism. ; 

They still don’t want (σ᾽ come 
here. They prefer to sit and whine 
about anti-Semitism every time 
someone criticizes. them. : 

ἘΗΙῚ gaw the pictures of the Jews in 
France and f wes angry. What the 
hell do they want? To sit in France 


and enjoy all the country has to of- 
fer and to keep Israel as a sccond 
home? It is, of course, forbidden to 
say a word against Israel, And if 
anyone does, then they're anti- 
Semites. If they care so much for 
Israel and identify with the country, 
then let them come and live here. 
But they don't want that. And out of 
their guilt about not coming they 
are afraid to: say a word against 
Israel. Jews are asking for a status 
that is not accorded to any other 
people in the world — that they 
should have two countries, one 
where they live and one where their 
heart is. And afterwards they’re sur- 
prised if people hate them, 


Are you in favour of a cruel 
Zionism? 


T'm for an ethical Zionism. The 
Diaspora Jews are not ethical, They 
use their countries but do not really 
identify with them, and at the same 
time they use Israel without assum- 
ing full responsibility for what hap- 
pens here. They are floating around 
in an air pocket, enjoying their sen- 
sitivities and their sufferings without 
accepting any responsibility for 
anything. 

But perhaps it is good that we have 
the backing of so many Jews in the 
world, that we have homes scattered 
across the globe? 


Whoever has homes scattered 
across the globe and doesn’t devote 
hinself to his own house, cannot 
have ἃ secure house. The more op- 
tions we have the less we need to 
live in Israel. Perhaps in the coming 
cenlury there will be Jews on Mars 
and in space colonies, but there 
won't be many in the Land of Israel. 
Perhaps the existence of the State of 
Israel is more important than the 
existence of Jewish communities 
elsewhere. 

But now, at, the beginning of this 
year, what are we? The people of the 
buok? The people of peace? The people 
of the sword? 

We are ἃ complex people. There 
is the book, und crentivily in science 
and art, culture, and war. There is 
also a cruelty that we heretofore 
were not aware of. 

And a desire for peace? 


Certainly, a real desire for peace. 
We also make terrible mistakes. 1 
still would prefer to be here and to 
share the responsibility for what 
happens here than to be some sort 
of Jewish intellectual with a theo- 
retical Jewish framework that has no 
relationship to reality. The great ac- 
comp)ishment of the last 50 years 
has been the application of Jewish 
values to living material and to real- 
life situations, It is the interactions 
produced by this that will create 8 
Jewish culture and reality. 


There ts some sort of a paradox in 
what you say: On the one hand the 
Diaspora Jews are contributing more 
selentists, writers and educators to 
society than Israel ts, and people are 
beginning to speak in terms of 
Jerusalem ard Babyioi, yet you claim 
that it is Diaspora Jewry tha} is: 
bankrupt. Ἢ. 

_ The Jews of the intellectual world 
operate within a framework that is 
not Jewish, one that they did not 
create and do not keep in operation. 
While the gentiles work the soil and

Jewish youth go to Harvard and 
perhaps bring back some ‘‘ad- 
vances.” Very well, but these ‘‘ad- 
vances" contribute nothing to the 
Jewish culture and have nothing to 
do with Jewish reality. Here we can 
come to blows over bones that are 
2,000 years old because they touch 
on the reality of today. If you want 
to look at world Jewry as ἃ series of 
institutions, then perhaps you can 
speak in terms of Jerusalem and 
Babylon. You can compare the 
amount and quality of publications. 
But when you speak on the entire 
country of Isracl then it's something 
more than an institution. It's a way 
of life, and just as everything that is 
in France is full of Frenchness and 
everything in Britain is full of 
Britishness, so everything that is in 
Israel is Israeli. - 


Do vou still feel that Israel enjoys a 
climate of freedom? 


Up until a few months ago | 
would have answered with an une- 
quivocal affirmative. 1 did not fee! 
that there were any doors closed 
before the expression of any opi- 
nions. 1 could sign the most -aggress- 
ive petition and the next day lec- 
ture to the Defence Academy. This, 
1 felt, was the acid test of freedom. 
And the prime example of this is 
Prof. Yeshayahu Leibowitz, who is a 
regular member of IDF forums. 

Now it appears that the establish- 
ment always keeps a few such “ex- 
amples” and that this really has 
nothing to do with general freedom 
of speech or expression, More than 
that, I am -beginning to feel that 
there is a genuine, hidden persecu- 
.tion, and that people whose 
livellhoods depend on the establish- 
ment are beginning to be cautious. 
This is most certainly not official, 
but then things like this almost 
always slart out unofficially. The 
personal censor that people adopt 
for themselves causes much more 
damnge than the official censor. If 
this really happens, then it's very, 
very bad. Our strength, from the 
beginning of Zionism at the start of 
this century, has been that even 
though small and surrounded by 
enemies we were a free, open, think- 
ing society, a society that could 
criticize itself and that had a good 
many question marks in action. This 
has been our greatest quility, 


Question marks are strength? 


Certainly, The minute you are ac- 
customed to critical thought about 
politics, you carry the habit over 
into other areas — your work, for 
instance. This opens the door to 
crealivily and to path-breaking. 


Does it disturb you that israel is 
becoming more and more religious? 


The phenomenon of return to 
religion throughout the world, or 1 
might even say escupe to religion, is 
a way of denying reality. The 
greater the separation between men 
the greater the fear, and Lhe greater 
the need to terrorize our fellow 
man, When we see the Iranians in 
their religious ecstasy, we are 
frightened, and it’s no wonder that 
others ure frightened by our 
religious ecstusies. But above and 
beyond all that, there is one specific 
question: Docs this phenomenon of 
return to observance strengthen the 
acceptance of here and now or docs 
it strengthen the usual traits of the 
Diaspora? Here the answer is clear. 


But those who returned to obser- 
vance aren't escaping. 


[πὰ not sure of that, True, they 
start out with a love of Israel and 
their sense of nationalism increases; 
but later on this turns to mysticism 
and kabbala, and that they can do 


any place. The greatest threat to the 
National Religious Purty today

My last book 
was published the same week we in- 
vaded Lebanon. All during these 
weeks of the war I didn’t write a 
single article, 1 convinced myself 
that 1 really didn't have anything 
original to say, εἰσ. But under it all f 
‘am forced to suspect that it was 
because of my book, 1 didn’l want 
people who might buy it to be put 
off by my opinions of this war, If 
this is so, then it's very bad. A man 
should look in the mirror at least

If that’s our real fear, then we | 
aren't fit to be a nation. If we can't 
sit together in our own house, no 
matter how small it is, and always 
need to find the goy to prove that 
we are different, then it's time we 
discontinued any pretence of being 
a nation.

OTTO-WEHININGER: aged 23 ‘in’ J 


£903, shot himself near the heart 
and spent the whole night dying, 
Alone, in a Mat he had rented for the 
purpose: the place where 
Beethoven had dicd 76 years before 
him. What was Weininger's dying 
like, playwright Ychoshua Sobol 
wondered, 

He wondered actively, reading 
the works of the fin-de-slécle Vien- 
nese psychologist and philosopher, 
Jewish hater of women and Jews, 
Weininger the mind trapped in a 
body. He read the family cor- 
respondence, books about 
Weininger, und books about gilt and 
guilt in the period of Klimt and 
Freud, 

What triggered Sobol's renewed 
interest in the subject was a wave of 
anti-Semitic incidents in Europe 
over a year ago — some in France, 
where Sobol had lived far five years. 
In his reading he came across the 
phenomenon of “self-hate as a com- 
panion to every wave of anti- 
Semilism." That brought him back 
to Weininger, whose spirit already 
sit mocking among the young 
idealists of an earlier Sobol play, 
The Night of the Twentieth, about set- 
{lers of the Third Aliya. 

This time, the ghost returned with 
a vengeance. 

“Everything I read about 
Weininger cxploded at once," 
Sobol says. He sat down for three 
wecks in the summer of 1981 and 
wrote, almost straight off, the play 
which officially opens at ‘the Haifa 
Municipal Theatre tomorrow night: 
A Jewish Soul (The Last Night of Otto 
Weininger}), He is apologetic about 
how little time the actual writing 
took, but points out that the subject 
was a long time hatching. 

In Sex atd Character and his other 
writings, Weininger described ail 
positive character traits as 
masculine and alt negative traits as 
feminine; women were dominated 
by either the desire for prostitution 
or the desire for procreation. 

Jews were somewhat worse, As 
Sobol has Weininger sputter in a 
rage (approx.): “Women and Jews 
are zeros, But at least women 
believe in men, Jews don't believe 
in anything.” Jews were the kept 
women of the gentile world; 


Judaism and Zionism could not sur- - 


vive logether, Weininger wrate, 
Either Zionism would eliminate 
Judaism, or Judaism would take 
over. 

This last point — the mutual in- 
compatibility of Judaism and 
Zionism — is the one that Sobol ex- 
panded in the play. - :

THE PLAYWRIGHT cooperated 
closely in the production of Soul; 
the director is his friend Gedalya 
Besser, a modest man who would 
rather work than talk about it. Both 
seem to be working close to the 
bone, on something of great per- 
sonal importance. 

Doron Tavori, who plays 
Weininger with gusto, said he had a 
hard time appropriating the per- 
sonality of someone who so 
thoroughly gets his back up. He read 
all of Weininger's writings, ab- 
sorbed as much as he could “of the 
psychology of the period’' and 
found the paintings of Egon Schiele 
especially helpful. 

But Sobol, Besser and the cast 
went further than usual in preparing 
for this production: about three 
months ago, before rehearsals 
started, they went to a professional 
spiritualist and had a seance. 
Sobol's account of it, in the warm 
afternoon sun, sent chills up my 
spine: 

The spiritualist, who knew 
nothing about the subject of the 
play, asked if someone was with 
them, and the cup on the ouija 
board spelled out Otto W., in 
Hebrew. One of the first questions 
the group asked him was whether he 
was happy that-they were presenting 
him on stage. “Yes," he said, What 
did he want to convey to an Isracti 
muicneet “Emergency exit," he 
said. 

Was there anyone among those 
assembled who resembled 
Weininger? 'Gedalya,” was the 
answer. How? “Existential guilt.” 

Gedalya asked: “What should we 
do with you?” Answer: “Perform.” 
Gedalya: “How?” Answer; “The 
“way you are," 

Then Doron asked: "Do I under- 
stand you?"’ No answer, “What do I 
have to do to understand you?” 
Answer: “Die.” 

This went on for four hours, and, 
according to Sobol, the spiritualist 
sald she had never seen such energy 
in the room before, They asked 
-Weininger, by the way, whether he 
was pleased about being dead. No, 
he didn't lke that state of affairs 
much, either, 


Sobol had said earlier in our con- 


versation at’ Benno’s: “Like any 
tragic hero, Weininger is pursued by 
a fate he can't escape,”

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MOSHE DAYAN the general and. 
statesman was ofien a controversial 
figure, but few doubted his courage 
or his abilities. He shook off the 


sligma of the Yom Kippur War:' 


as the subsequent architect of the 
peace treaty with Egypt. 

Dayan the archeologist was 
another matter, Pilloried in the 
press for skirmishing with the 
Department of Antiquilics and al- 
legedly using his standing as a 
minister and public figure as a cover 
for piratical amateur archeological 
activities in the territories he ad- 
ministered and wheeler-dealer ex- 
changes of finds, Dayan: the 
archeologist seemed at best a figure 
of fun, who on one occasion almost 
kitted himself when he was in- 
advertently buried in one of his own 
excavations, 

Orily those familiar with his ever- 
growing collection of antiquities 
from ancient Canaan and Eretz 
Yisrach knew better. Even 
urcheologists critical or jealous of 
his activities and his use of 
loopholes fin the law, were aware 
thut Dayan's passion for this 
country’s biblical und pro-biblical 
history, his nose for disvoveries, his 


eye for items hidden on the shelves - 
of dealers around the warld, his cx- - 


traordinary human contacts with 
Arabs on whose non-Isrueli lands 
many antiquities were turned up, 
were all invaluable assets. 

Dayan's astounding collection — 
there is no other word for it — now 
happily reposes at the Israel 
Museum, which next week will un- 
veil some 25 highlights from the 
hundreds of glass, stone, wood und 
bronze antiquities, which will not be 
seen in their entirety until some 
time in 1985, when they will be 
presented in a major exhibition, 
after having been properly 
catalogued and mounted. 

Dayan left his collection to his 
widow Rachel, and told her that it 
was worth at least $2m. She 
received a private offer of $1.5m. 
But she wanted the collection to go’ 
to the Israel Museum, where it 
historicuily belonged (and where it 
puts flesh on many historical 
bones). Dr, Ya'acay Meshorer, 
chief curator of the museum's 
Bronfman Wing of Biblical 
Archeology, told me this week that 
the best offer the museum could 
make was $1m,, $900,000 of which 
had been generously provided by 
Wilma and Lawrence Tisch of New 
York, friends of Dayan and like 
him, lovers of the Bible, Happily, 
Rachel relented. The Tischs, who’ 
made it all possible, will be at the

Drawing on his concert-going 
be: Keron — “and don't 
that my mother sings while doi 
the dishes” — Sanderson joined 
rock group at the age of 13, playing 
at high school dances in New York 
until the LDF claimed him in 1967.

“It seemed like an interesting 
thing to do at the time," says 
Sanderson. “And it was a

ANYTHING JERUSALEM can 
do, Tel Aviv wants to do better. Or 
bigger. Once upon a time Jerusalem: 
had a Spring Festival, and so Tel 
Aviv had to have one, too. 
Jerusalem abandoned ils event for 
the “Israel Festival Jerusalem,” 
most of whose events took place in 
Tel Aviv or other venues outside the 
capital, One hopes that this new 
version of the Israel Festival will 
produce a smaller deficit than that 
of Tel Aviv's Spring Festival. 


-Anyway, now that we are back to 


the sober routine of a regular 
season, there are other differences 
between the two cities in their con- 
cert programmes for one to con- 
sider. 

Jerusalem has always been the 
place for more intimate music- 
making, for chamber music and 
smaller events.

Jerusalem; their stiff ticket prices 
may partly explain why 
Jerusalemites do not turn out to fill 
Binyenei Ha’uma for them. 

On the other hand, the weekly 
subscription concerts of the 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra 
have to be repeated three limes αἱ 
the Jerusalem Theatre to accom- 
modate demand. In addition to 
these 10 programmes, the JSO will 
play three Bach-to-Mozart concerts, 
four Youth and Family concerts, 
three in the Explorations serics and 
eight Liturgica concerts in 
December, plus five “specials” and 
ἃ fortnight-long Proms at the end of 
the season. These events testify to 
the steady expansion of orchestral 
activities in the cupital. 


TEL AVIV has only two venues for 
chamber music: the Tel Aviv 
Museum, with twice weekly 
chamber concerts, and Tzavia, 
which offers a Saturday morning 
concert. Apparently there is nol 
enough of a music-loving public to 
be counted on to keep the Recanati 
Hail at the Tel Aviv Museum full (of

THE UNDERLYING idea of the 
series is the discovery that teachers 
are human beings. P.G. Wodehouse 
once wrote a song in a musical com- 
edy, ‘Even a waiter's a man.” Does' 
the same proposition hold true for 
pedagogues? According to the 
scenario of After the Bell, teachers 
are dues-paying members of the 
human race. 

‘Teachers have been the targets of 
many sneers. George Bernard Shaw 
declared crisply, “He who can, 
does, He who cannot, teaches.” 
H.L. Mencken was even more con- 
femptuous. He maintained, “The 
average schoolmaster is and always 
must be essentially an ass, for how 
can one imagine an intelligent man 
enguging in so puerile an 
avocation?" 

Wriling as an ex-pupil, my 
impression of teachers was that they 
were like the Greek god Zeus: om- 
nipotent and omniscient, capricious 
and wayward, dispensing rewards or 


punishments from Olympian heights 
according to their whims, But this is 
not how After the Bell sees them. 

[ assume that the six episodes will 
feature the problems of all the 
teachers we meet in the staff-room. 
This one concentrated on Raya, the 
assistant principal. Compared to her 
troubles, Job's tribulations seemed 
light. Her pilot son, whom we never

some solace to a woman who is 
clearly a patriot: he was eradicated 
off-stage in an accident. Her hus- 
band and surviving son have in- 
dicated that they loathe her, for 
reasons thal seem (o me to be ade- 
quate, 1 trust that life will improve 
for her in future episodes, when she 
can at least findsome consolation in 
being elevated to. the position of 
principal. 

Perhaps the private lives of the 
other teachers will prove to be mer- 
rier. But even if we move from one 
tragedy to another I shall not com- 
plain, as tong as the show goes on, 
and is followed by others, 


THIS {S ONLY the second soap 
opera that [srael Television has ever 
produced. The first, Hedva and I, 
was very good indeed: we all iden- 
tified with those characters as much 
as if they had lived in Dallas or 
Peyton Place or London instead of 
in Greater Tel Aviv, Unfortunately, 
Aharon Megged, the writer of the 
novel on which the serial was based, 
was infuriated by the liberties taken 
with his book, and our prissy, 
puritanical society of those days was 
shocked livid by the picture of 
decadence presented in Hedva, How 
undecadent that decadence seems 
now! 

These reactions terrified Israel 
Television so much that somebody 
in command apparently swore a 
mighty oath, “No more soap!"

But apparently the 
remaining episodes are somewhere 
in Damascus, waiting to be 
liberated by the minister of defence, 
For the rest, silence, 


Isracl Television needs to 
produce Israeli soap -— and, for thu 
matter, Isrueli comedies, tragedies 
and dramas of all kinds — just so 
that they should come into ex. 
istence. They do not need to be 
perfect. It is like creating the Jewish 
state. We should very much like it 
to be perfect, unlike any state that 
ever existed on the face of the 
globe. But we have to admit that it 
does suffer from a few minor flaws 
that T will not bother to mention, 
Nevertheless, the mere existence of 
Israel is all-important for us, and for 
our descendants,’ and for Jews 
everywhere, and for America's 
strategic interests, and for the 
future of mankind. 


So with Israeli fictional wares for 
television: we must have them. For 
years, apart from interviews with 
the minister of defence on Mabat, 
we have seen no evidence that 
Israelis possess any creative 
imagination, Yet we know from the 
stage that the talents are available. 
So why not use them for TV? 


IN PARTICULAR, | am longing to 
see Israeli comedies. Israelis have a 
tremendous appetite for humour, a 
love of laughter that seldom finds 
satisfaction on aur TV screens. 
Comedians are hardly used at all, 
even in supporting roles in the 
endless pop-song “entertainments” 
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with which we are regaled, Even 
talk shows like Ram Evron’s in- 
tersperse chatter with often ex- 
ecrable music and songs, when a

humour of the ghettos of Eastern 
Europe, and even from that of the 
golden ghettos of the affluent West. 
The Jewish humour of the Diaspora 
Provides armour ‘against the slings 
ind arrows of outrageous fortune; 
it, makes the Jewish victim the 
superior of the Kulak and the racist. 
Israelis, with their own state in 
which they are a majority, do not 
need such armour, and so their 
humour is robust, strong, 
Elizabethan. Much of it is directed 
against those who run our lives 50 
badly: the politicians we elect and 
the bureaucrats they appoint. 
Nikul Rosh was a typical example 
of the kind of humour that is 
characteristic of Ssrael. Inevitably, 
it failed to amuse the then queen of 
Israel, and il perished on the vine. 
Surely the time is ripe for a similar

certainly enough oddities and ex- 
crescences in our socicty clamour- 
ing for our laughter as well as our 
tears, 

There may be fears in Television 
House about cleaning the head αἱ 
the present juncture in our affairs.

Out the similarities between the plot 


of Body Heat and such “film noir” 
classics as The Postman Always Rings 
Twice and, particularly, Double 
indemnity, both based on Cain 
novels, 

Kasdan himself probaly wouldn't 
deny the source of his inspiration, 
After all, as a proud member of the 
new Hollywood gang of whizkids 
bred by Lucas and Spielberg (he 
worked on the scripts of The Empire 
Strikes Back and Raiders of the Lost 
Ark, and wrote the text of Continen- 
tal Divide), ‘he is as smitten as his 
tutors by the glories of the Hal- 
lywood classics, and has been long- 
ing for some real, old-fashioned, 
sensualily and emotional violence 
on screen. This, In contrast with the 
sexuality and emoflonal brutality 
prevalent in today's cinema. 

Body Heat attempts to revive 
these old qualities and bring back to 
the movies bigger-than-life passions, 
in the same way that Spielberg and 
Lucas have resuscitated the spirit of 
adventure and the battle between 
good and evil, in all their breathtak. 
ing simplicity and with all the ex- 
citement they once produced, 

The plot concerns a less than 
respectable lawyer, young and very 
presentable, who falls hopelessly in 
love with the wife of an underworld 
chieftain, As the torrid passion link- 


ing this illicit couple grows stronger, 


it blinds them completely; they ig- 
nore all moral and legal considera- 
lions.and plan to kill the husband, 
get his money and live happily ever 
afte. ὦ.

THE FIRST wise decision Kasdan 
made was to place the entire story 
in a small beach town in Florida, 
not far from Miami. The typical op- 
pressiveness of a small town com- 
bines with an unbearable heatwave 
to create heavy pressure, both 
physical and psychological, on the 
characters, Their glistening bodies, 
wet in the damp, suffocating hot air, 
Sweat out not only the heatwave, 
which seems to announce an immi- 
nent storm, but also the erupting of 
passion from within, premonitory of 
an emotional cataclysm, 

Sets are just as judiciously picked 
for their effect. The small bells 
tinkling away with every breath of 
wind on the lady's terruce serve as a 
barometer both for the weather and 
the moods. The dark house, which 
is almost never seen in full light, for 
the lovers meet only at night, as it 
should be in this sort of illicit affair,

UZI PERES'S First Love is astrange 
kind of movie. It is his fifth feature 
film and the first to get normal com- 
mercial distribution. Ostensibly a 
melodrama, as Peres himself is 
eager to confirm, it represents enor- 
mous progress for the filmmaker 
himself in his dialogue with the 
public, while remaining particularly 
cool ind dispassionate for a movie 
that is supposed to be, above all, a 
(otal experience for its audience. 

{n fact one suspects that the en- 
tire project is too much of an intel- 
lectual experiment, with too litte 
pathos or emotional participation 
on the part of writer-director Peres. 
The formula is crystal-clear: g well- 
shaped, closed, middle-class family 
nucleus — husband, wife and two 
children — explodes at the intrusion 
of a foreign element, which should 
tell us that there is little stability in 
what appears to be a perfectly hap- 
py frame. 

The family are celebrating the 
mother’s birthday, when a suitor from 
her early youth suddenly reappears. 
Old fires are rekindled for a mo 
ment, the children’s suspicions are 
aroused (the girl is 16, the boy 17), 
and they decide to take the in- 
itiative in order to prevent the dis- 
solution of the comfortable cocoon 
in which they exist. In the process of 
warning the intruder off, the girl 
falls in love with him, therefore pos- 
ing a different-kind of threat lo the 
same cocoon. The entire thing ends 
in tragedy, which could be a warn- 


ing ugainst middle-class com-_ 


placency and insensitivity. ᾿ 

All this sounds very instructive, 
but if it is to succeed, if one is really 
to wonder why the son and the 
daughter react the way they do, why 
the father is so reluctant to accept 
the truth, why the lady of the house 
is tempted by a one-night fling, and 
so on, One has to care about these 
characters. They have to be in- 
teresting enough to take home. Bul 
one doesn’t and they aren't. 

The entire plot is.presented as ἃ 


kind of theoretical premise, going: 
on somewhere, in a private limbo,- 


with none of the characters having 
any existence or substance outside 
the frame of the story, and none of 
them ever being concerned with 
everyday problems or realities. It 
true that many questions could be 
raised by the script, but nothing thal 
occurs is intriguing enough to 
molivate these questions, and this 
may be the rea{ obstacle the film 
will have to face in the cinemas. 
Because as far as technical 
aspects are concerned, Peres hes 
certainly progressed. He commands 
a fluid use of the camera and he tells 
his story in an efficient, con 
centrated language (many will pe 
is oo concentrated). Moroever, the

any way alike, though all are in ex- 
actly the saine style. Found filled 
with treasures tu accompany the 
dead, the coffins were excavated on 
land owned by one of Dayan’s Arab 
contacts when he was minister of 
defence. Duyun later guided Trude 
Dothan, of the Department of Amti- 
quilies, to the site, and gave her an 
escort and a “licence” to dig. She 
turned up more such coffins. 

To be allowed to handle jugs, 
beer mugs and exquisitely designed 
wine cups used in the days of King 
David and even of Abraham is a 
real thrill. But the most impressive 
thing about these cult objects, 
everyday butter churns and cups, 
mirrors and masks, gods and god- 
desses, was that they made one 
realize that high intelligence and u 
superior sense of aesthetics and 
design arc by no means the 
prerogative of modern man. 

Further, given the limits of an- 
cient technology, the results are tru- 
ly astonishing. In many cases, con- 
cept is wedded (o extraordinary per- 
formance. You need only luok at a 
huge alabaster jar, hollowed and 
carved to perfection 3,500 years ago 
in Gaza, or at a superb limestone 
mask curved near Hebron by 
neolithic sione-age man over 7,006 
years ago, to sce what | mean. Eeri- 
ly enough, the mask, with ils wide- 
eyed look and grinning mouth full 
of teeth, could puss ag a cypher lor 
Dayan himself: only the eye-patch 
is missing. 


MOST OF THE pieces now going 
‘on display are truly unique. One of 
Dayan's Israclite period butter- 
churns is the only one ever to have 
been found in one piece. The life- 
size stone head of an Ammonite god 
or king from the 8th-6th century 
BCE, is the biggest ever dis- 
covered. There is also a smaller 
Ammonite fertility goddess from 
the same period. The amazing duck- 
like zoomorphic vessel from Tel el- 
Yehudieh dutes back to the time of 
Abraham. 

There are two (ruly amazing finds 
from the western slopes of the 
Hebron mountains, which date 
from 11th-10th century BCE: one is 
a red-burnished Musk in the shape of 
a woman surmounted by a libation 
spoon which forms her headdress, a 
masterpiece of poticry design, Just 
as fascinating is its twin find, an 
anthropomorphic beer jug complete 
with stroiner and spout; it might 
well be of a type used by King 
David. 

Though most of the items in the 

- Dayan collection are from our 
‘baillwick, there are a number of 
splendid Egyptian items as well! The 
biggest is the wooden cover of a 
mummy-shaped coffin typical in 
Egypt from the New Kingdom to 
the Ptolomaic period (16th-3rd cen- 
tury BCE). It depicts a woman with 
a collar of lotus flowers and ἃ 
aquare pectoral showing the solar 
diso and its sacred barque. On each 
side are depictions of the journey of 
the deteased to the underworld, 

One of the latest items is, sur- 
prisingly enough, one of the most 
dramatic of all: the largest complete 
blowneglass jug ever found here. 
Roman in inspiration, it was blown 
in this country or in Syria around 
4th-Sth century CE. The glass was 
originally greenish in colour, but as 
weathering caused the metal to dis- 
integrate it became iridescent, and 
now reflects the most astonishing 
colours.

Two of Turrell’s “Spaces” are 
now on view al the Israel Museum;

They are so wonderful, so impec- 
cably constructed (a tribute to local _

FOR THOSE who hid survived the 
Holocaust, having children was an 
affirmation of life und an act of 
faith. Pruhably no children born 
ever carried on their infant 
shoulders such a weight of respon- 
sibilily fo the pust. 

For their survivor parents they 
were the unswer to Hitler's attempt 
to destroy the Jewish people. They 
were often a replacement for lost 
loved ones, In many cases chey were 
expected ta be a vindication of the 
parents’ own right to have survived. 

They were loved and protected, 
aad perfection was usually ex- 
pected, even demanded of them. 

- They were the rebirth of hope and 
the lodestone of the future. 

The children themselves grew up 
haunted by ithe ghosts of their 
parents' past, sharing their fears and 
their irrational guilt feelings, Many 
of them broke under the struin and 
sought help on the psychiatrist's 
couch. 

In Generation of the Holucausit α 
group of analysts tell of their ex- 
periences in treating Holocaust sur- 
vivers und their offspring. The 
group, known as the Holocaust 
Study Graup, is composed of psy- 
chintrists from Israel, the US. und 
-Holland. ἡ 

Amazingly, the cases presented 
all date from the Sixties at the 
earliest. According to analysts Wil- 
liams and Kestenberg this was due 
to the fact that the entire affair was 
so traumatic thai the immediate 
Tenclion wus repression and deniul, 
and that a period of time, “the 
Latency Period,” had to elapse 
before the survivors themselves 
could begin to come to terms with 
their experiences, 

In addition to this, the survivors 
had learned that no one wanted te 
hear about their experiences in the. 
camps and at the same Lime the psy- 
chiatrists hemsclves did nol know 
how to handle patients whe had 
lived through years of unspeakable 
horror. ; * 

Those unalysts who had not 
shared the experience were awed 
and afraid of the subject; those who 

. had been there themselves were too 
clase to the (rauma in their own psy- 
ches to be of help, 

In consequence, many Holocaust 
survivors actually underwent 
analysis, probed deeply into their 

. pre-Holocaust childhoods and ter- 
minated analysis without the once 
great (rauma of their lives ever hay- 
ing been discussed or analyzed. 


ONE OF the reasons the survivors 
began to relate their traumas to psy- 

- chiatrists was the German Restitu- 
tion Law of 1953, which demanded 
proof of damage in order to claim 
indemnification, An attorney who is 
a speciatist.in reparations from Ger- 
many discusses the way in which the 
Restitution Law oflen became o 
source of further persecution for 
some survivors. Other survivors 
sIniply repressed the Holocaust 
years and made new lives until sud- 
denly, as much as 20 years later, 
they would collapse, 

Richard L. was a survivor of 
-Augchwitz, He immigrated to the 
US. after the war, married and 
raised a family, He became a suc- 
cessful, even wealthy accountant, 
head of: his own. firm. When he 
recelved 2 notice that the Internal — 
Revenue servico was coming 10. . 
audit. his books he became acutely 
disturbed, he believed that the 


. πόδα was a “Gestapo trick” to ar 
“ rest him and take him back to the 


camp. He was hospitalized, 

Anna K, survived Bergen-Belsen. 
At 18 she settled in the U.S. Almost 
two decade: later, when she was dis-" 
missed from her job,: she. 
“recognized” her replacement ‘as 
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Jan Harold Brunvand's “The Vanishing Hitchhiker: American Urban 
Legends and their Meanings” (Norton, $14.95) examines the surt of 
Stories that “really” occurred to someone who is “ἃ friend uf a friend.” 
The title story {giving a lift to a ghost] was current in Leningrad in 1896, 
in Korea in 1941 and recently inspired Dickey Lee's pup record, 
“Laurie.”” Among other examples of modern folklore discussed hy Prof. 
Brunvand are such hardy perennials ax “The Baby in the Oven,” "The 
Nude Surprise Party,” “The Solid Cement Cadillac,” “The Alligators in 
the Sewers” aud a whole category called “Cokelure” about nasty things 
Jound in bottles, Brunvand explains why these stories are told so avidly 
aud discusses the anxieties they reveal, while explaining the role of the 
tnectia in thetr dissentination and validation ax “genuine news stories.” A.B.

the woman guard from the camp 
who had tortured her. She became 
incoherent and violent and was also 
hospitalized for extensive therapy. 

Once the ice-floe of silence 
cracked there was a flood of papers 
by analysts, discussing the ‘Sur- 
vivor Syndrome.” Because many of 
these survivors already had teen- 
aged or young adult progeny,- they 
too provided enough material to fill 
several books. 


IN THE studies collected, atmost all 
of the survivors examined showed 
signs of anxiety, constant depres- 
sion, sleeplessness, a low self- 
_esteem. A majority of survivors of 
both sexes, who married non- 
survivors, chose a partner lower in 
intellect and cultural background 
than themselves. Most of the sur- 
vivors suffered from a collection of 
psychosomatic ailments. 

They were overly protective of 
their children yet panic-stricken 
when a spoiled child expressed ag- 
gression. They were constantly 
obsessed - with the health and 
.welfare of their children, yet drove 
them unmercifully because of their 
own need for proof of excellence. 
They worried over theit own com- 
petence as parents, and always felt 
inadequate. They were unduly ag- 
gressive towards their children, 

When, in the Sixties a son or 
daughter rebelled and became a 
-hippy, as did thousands whose 
parents had scarcely heard of the 


Holocatst, the survivor parents - 


were prostrated under the burden of 
their assumed guilt, ᾿ 
The second generation in, ques- 


tiom started to come for treatment: 


in tho late Sixties. They suffered 
from -anxiety. They identified’ with 
their parents’ sufferings during the 
war. If the parenis did not talk 


about the’ Holocaust their imagina- - 


tions supplied, the-worst scenes pos- 
sible. If they did héar the dealils it 
only served as fuel for their phan-. 
tasies.'and their nightmares. Most. 


fell that they were older than ‘their . 
years, said “we were in Warsaw” - 


etc. instead of they. They ‘shared 
an experience that happened ‘long 
before. they were born. x :

They wondered how their parents 
had managed to survive, and 
suspected the worst, then suffered 
devastating guilt for having dared to 
Suspecl, They were prone to 
hysteria, suffered from myriad psy- 
chosomatic ailments, had difficulty 
in their relationship to authority, to 
peer groups and to the opposite sex. 

They alternately dreamed or 
phantasized that they were Jews, 
undergoing persecution, or Nazis, 
torturing Jews, They suffered from 
symploms of paranoia. Many 
sought solace in the enclaves of 
gurus and other cult masters, Their 
suicide rate was far higher than in 
their age-group among those whose 
parents had not suffered the 


- Holocaust. 


ONE IMPORTANT fact thal 
emerged’ was that those survivors 
who had come direcily to Israel 
from the camps fared better 
emotionally (as did their offspring) 
than those who emigrated to other 
lands, 

The reason, according to the 
analysts, was that the survivors who 
came to Israel were able to identify 
‘their own rebirth and re-habili- 
lation. with the re-birth and 
growth of the state. They were im- 
migrants in a land of immigrants, 
survivors among a nation of sur- 
vivors, - 

According to Bergmann and 
Jucovy, one of the most devastating 
traumas of the Holocaust was the 
fact that the victims never had an 
opportunity lo properly mourn their 
losses or their loved ones. Disaster 
followed upon the heels of disaster 
with such rapidity that the tragedy 
could not be comprehended, and 
this at a time when all their energies 


‘were devoled to sheer physical sur- 


vival. Later, in their new countries, 
there was ΠΟ place for mourning 
that which was lost years before. 
Only, in, Israel, with -ritualized 
mourning, Holocaust memorial 
days, and Yad Vashem, standing as 


ἃ permanent memorial: to their - 


grief, did the survivors mourn, They 
mourned, but found solace jn the 
fact that the entire nation mourned 


with them,- 


“IN THE third secllon of the book:

In an almost shocking purallel, 
these young people too suffer from 
almost exactly the same neuroses as 


their Jewish counterparts. They tov’ 


have alternate phantasies of being 
persecuted and persecutor: They 
too lived with parents who hid the 
details of their past, yet who ex- 
pected them to vindicate German 
honour and glory, They too 
suspected or knew the worst about 
their parents, and feit guilty for it. 

The inclusion of this study was an 
act of courage on the part of the 
editors, It points up clearly that sul- 
fering is not a thing on which 
anyone can claim a monopoly, The 
world is a pain factory and every 
people gets its share. 

Inevitably the question arises, as 
it does in this book: Was the 
Holocaust the greatest single 
trauma ever suffered by mankind? 
Inevitably, there is no answer. What 
was the effect of the massacre of the 
Armenian people on the survivors? 
There are no records. What about 
survivors of the gulag? The mas- 
sacred villages of the Ukraine? We 
do not know. Only time will tell of 
the traumas of the helpless victims 
in besieged Beirut, for that malter. 

One other group is mentioned, 
but not discussed deeply in this 
comprehensive book, and that is 
those individuals who did not suffer 
through the Holocaust themselves, 
yet who were so devastated by the 
whole event that they made the 
Holocaust a pivotal point in their 
lives. They too, according to the 
analysts, are, in their own way, sur- 
vivors, : 


ONE THING became clear to the 
Analysts and that was that these sur- 
vivors and their children were dil- 
ferent from other analysands. Freud 
had instilled the rule that “an 
analyst should be an opaque mirror, 
reflecting only the projections of 
the patient," 

The survivors cracked Freud's 
mirror from aide to side, for this un- 
responsive role on the part of the 
analyst totally defeated any attempt 
at treatment, The. survivors im- 
mediately associated the unrespon- 
sive analyst with the blind, uncaring 
regime that had so nearly destroyed 
them. : 

The analysts tell, in this amazing- 
ly revealing book, of their own 
emotional experiences while 
treating these patients. The patients 
‘went through the accepted stages of 
transference but the psychiatrists 
found themselves involved to the 
depths of their beings in a counter- 
transference that led them into the 
degrading labyrinths of the 
Holocaust. 

This is a book that says a lot, yet 
asks more questions than it even 
aspires to answer, One is tempted, 
into speculation. What would hap-. 
pen if a survivor, with ail the latent 
aggression and paranoia of the sur- 
vivor, or even @ non-survivor who 
had adopted the psychoneurosis of 
the survivor syndrome, found: 
himself or herseif in a position of 
power? What ‘if that person were a 
head of state with a trained and 
equipped army able to carry out the 
orders born of. paranoia and un- 
realistic fear? io

Golan provides no answers, and

The Peres presented by Golan is

At least once in 
the book there is an admission that 
Peres’ account of a meeting with 
Ben-Gurion was inaccurate. 

Peres likes people to know that 
he is an ardent reader, used to write 
poetry and is a romantic by nature; 
“T have been in love my whole life... 
and 1 only loved one girl." He was 
referring to his wife Sonya. 

Those who are close to Peres 
know that he Is frequently insecure, 
despite his tough appearance, and 
makes exaggeraled efforts to please 
everyone, which results in his often 
making contradictory promises 
which he cannot possibly fulfil.

T do not know Peres well, but 
have observed him over the years 
and have tried to evaluate him in my 
own mind, not only as a theoretical

Asto Golan’s writing, it is concise 
and extremely readable, but he was 
rather sloppy with his research.

DOV SADAN writes as he breathes:

Sewish population was full of ten- 
sion even without war, There was 
the political strife between the 
Ruthenians, Who prayed for a Rus- 
sian victory; the Poles, who 
despised the Ruthenians; and the 
Jews who, if they were not cxtreme- 
ly religious or fiery Zionists were 
torn between loyalty to the German 
culture of the authorities and the 
political aspirations of the Poles. 


IN A COMPANION volume,

FOR AN ETERNAL instant the 
oxymoron tells us two truths which 
refute each other: the secular 
pilgrim, Can a man be secular and a 
pilgrim? Is he you? or 17 or a fic- 
tional creation. 

In his new book Yitzhak Orpaz, 
well-known as a novelisi, explores 
the soaring depths of an oxymoron 
ceniral to our time: life without 
faith. His essay is a densely-written 
study of three modern shori stories, 
but its importance transcends its 
value as an acute work of literary 
criticism, It expresses the spiriual 
quest of a sensitive, secular Israeli 
writer, and its publication by Hakib- 
butz Hameuhad indicates that Or- 
paz’ quest is far from marginal. 

The Secular Pilgrim is part of that 
never-ending soul-search that still 
characterizes Israeli intellectual 
life, the life of a country which 
refuses to take itself for granted. 

Orpnaz’ point of departure is a 
backward village on the banks of 
the Amazon, the setting of Camus’ 
story, La Plerre qui pousse.

OLE ANDERSON, the supine vic- 
tim of Hemingway's The Killers is a 
more unexpected choice on Orpaz’ 
“part. That laconic story has become 
8 textbook illustration of modern 
narrative strategies, a powerful 
piece of literature whose mysterious 
and intricate depths lie beneath a 
deceptively simple surface, 

Most of the comforts generally 
afforded by writers to readers are 
notoriously absent from The Killers. 
Who Is Nick Adams? Who sent the 
killers?" What did Ole Anderson do 
to deserve his fate? What do the 
characters think, feel, and 
remember? What does the narrator 
want us to make of what he tells us? 

Hemingway is eloquently silent, 
and Orpaz* argument ex ile silenio 
is both subtle and convincing. 

He claims that we are deeply con- 
cerned with Anderson’s fate and 
impressed by the heroic quality of 
his apparent resignation. In refi using 
to take either comfort or futile steps 
to evade the killers, Anderson as- 
serts that life is not meaningless. Αἱ. 
the same tine he denies the ex- 
istence of any god who might be 
responsible for life's meaning. God 
15 not present in the univesrse of this 
story. Anderson’s room in the 
boarding house has become what 
Orpaz calls zirat hitnasut, a personal 
proving ground: 

“Now his face is turned to the 
wall. He has successively rejectéd 
hope, temptation and doubt — and 
we might be liable, together with 
Nick, to feel ... the horror of his 

knowing confrontation with the 
void. Hoewever ... the reader who 
perceives the’ secular pilgrimage 
within the story cannot fall into er- 
ror here. Ole Anderson, alone but 
not stricken, confronts the void: 
now he can fill it with meaning, as it 
were, The choice is a pure one and 
entirely his own: to go out or not 
ta go out.

Orpaz suils blithely by Agnon’s

“His foreigness in every place, to 
every place, is a fact. He will walk 
alone, Nowhere will he be accepted, 
for every place is both a barrier 
preventing some fulfilment and also 
a hidden gateway, and thus a sum- 
mons to existential trial. A.A., a 
man both amazing and amazed, will 
pass through the places — for he 
shall always sense more in them 
than they contain and heed the call: 
Onward!” (p.25.) 


ORPAZ DOES ‘NOT analyse euch 
story separately. He devoles the 
chapters of his book to single 
aspects of his topic and 
demonstrates their presence in all 
three stories. 

He invites his readers to expand 
each chapter by including secular 
pilgrims betonging to other modern 
works. He mentions Bellow's Mr. 
Sammler. I thought of Conrad, 
Kafka and Malraux. His mode of 
argument is a contradicion jn its 
own terms. By close reading, Orpaz 
seeks to discover what is not in the 
text: 

_ “Asif the thing that was actually 
significant in the story took place 
not between the central character 
and the secondary ones, but rather 
belween him and something exter- 
nal to the story.” (p.7.) The Absent 
Slands at the centre of Orpaz’ essay. 
Nor are his concerns limited to 
literature. That which is absent so 
powerfully from the stories is also 
absent from, and at the core of, 
secular life in the modern world. 
Heretical pilgrims (as Orpaz calls 
them) have not Idst faith, for which 
they yearn nostalgically, They never 
knew faith. They know only the 
need for faith. 

“Modern literature is a very 
trustworthy expression of the dis- 
tress of our modern, secular age. 
The rupture ig so deep that one part 
of us (the consumer) is not prepared 
to recognize the existence of the 
other part Οὗ us, which burns with 
desire for something beyond our 
material concerns.” (p.15.)

The press 
conference marking the opening of 
the Lasertone Skin and Beauty 
Clinic in Tel Aviv ἃ fortnight ago 
was certainly one of the must in- 
teresting I've ever attended. And it 
raised all sorts of questions: Does it 
york? Is it safe? ᾿ 

For most people, these questions 
will remain purely acudeniic, since 
the cost of treatment is prohibitive, 
Fach 20-minute session costs the 
equivatent_of $46 (about 181,350), 
and 16 to 20 treatments ure recom- 
mended, which would bring the 
total cost to about $1,000. 

This is still cheaper than a sur- 
gical face-lift, which costs one-and- 


a-half imes Lo twice that figure in - ὅτ᾽ 


Israel today, but it is certainly more 
than the ordinary cosmetician's 
“facial,” which averages belween 
15300 and 18600. The Lasertone 
Clinic sees itself as a midway step 
belween the ordinary facial massage 
and traumatic cosmetic surgery. 

There Is something rather 
awesome about the idea of anything 
called “laser beam" being used by 
cosmeticians, especially us this 
process has not yet been examined 
bythe Ministry of Health here. This.

WHEN THEY brought their Laser- 
tone machine to [sracl, the Ravons 
were told by customs officinls that 
they needed no special licence for 
it, but simply had to pay the 70 per 
cent duty levied on equipment for 
cosmeticians. The Ministry of In- 
dustry and Trade confirmed to me 
that the machine was not on any of 
their lists of items that require ἃ 
special import licence. 

The spokeswoman for the Health 
Ministry told me thal, while licens- 
ing is necessary for all cosmetic 
preparations imported into or 
manufactured in Israel, it does not 
require licensing of strictly cosmetic 
equipment. However, if the equip- 
ment is medical rather than 
cosmetic, it does require inspection 
and approval by the Health 
Ministry.

The local importers of Lasertone 
insist that'nelther the U.S. Food and

This may be so, but recent British 
newspaper urticles distributed at ihe 
press conference indicate that the 
question of how such lasers may be 
used und what training is needed by 
operators is currently under debate 
by the British authorities. 

There is talk, for instance, of hav- 
ing to license salons for laser 
therapy, and even insisting on the 
wearing of goggles during treut- 
ment, though it is not clear whether 
this should be done by operators or 
clients or both. : 

Lending plastic surgeons in the 
laser field in Israel refused to be in- 
terviewed about the safety or the ef 
fectiveness of cold lasers in 
cosmetic work. 

One suggested that I look for 
quotes from Dr. Paul Salmon. presi- 
dent of the European Laser As- 
sociation. The quotes attributed to 
him by the American magazine 

Vogue and the British Dally Mail 
seem to indicate that he considers 
cold lasers safe in the hands of 
properly trained beauly operators, 
but that he is concerned about the 
proliferation in Britain of so-called 
“luget cowboys" —- inexperienced 
persons who bny various types of 
cosmetic laser machines and set. 
themselver up in business. (Some 
commercial machines use 8 
stronger beam than Lasertone’s.) 
What seems to concern Dr. Sal mun, 
asvording to the British paper, is 
the rist of eye injury, which he says 
is an inherent danger of all lasers, 
even low-powered ones. 

The Lasertone consultant sent 
here declared that there can be no 
eye danger with its system, because 
the natural “blink reaction” of the 
eyes will prevent anyone from look- 
ing into its red beam for more thana 
split-second, ae Ν 

Jean: Worth added that her com- 
pany considers the treatments safe 
for everyone; nevertheless, as ἃ 
precaution, she recommended that: 


‘they not be. given to pregnaiit, 
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women (rarely in the interested age 
group anyway) or to persons who 
have previously undergone radia- 


dion treatment. 


She admitted that lasers are a 
form of radiation, but said we 
should not be so frightened of the 
word "radiation," since it exists all 
around us in the modern world —in 
fluorescent lights, television sets, 
microwave ovens, etc. : 

This reminder had the opposite 
effect on me — making me wary of 
any additional unnecessary e¢x- 
posure. Ms, Worth said that clients 
are asked if they have an allergy to 
metals, which they would be aware 
of from their reaction (0 metal ear- 
rings; if they are sensitive, the metal 
of the stylus is covered up during 
treatment, 


SAFE OR NOT SAFE — this to me 
is a question that should not be 
decided by interested commercial 
parties or by journalists, but by the 
Health Ministry. 

There is enough evidence to sug- 
gest that this is ἃ field thal borders 
on the medical, and the ministry 
should investigate the matter. 

The plastic surgeons who 
declined to speak to me aa a jour- 
nalist, indicated they would be 
perfectly willing to share their 


. knowledge of cold lasers with the 


Health Ministry if approached. 

To their credit, the Ravons have 
stated their readiness to cooperate 
with the Health Ministry in setting 
standards for personne! using low- 
power cold lasers in cosmetic treat- 
ment in {sracl. They are cbviously 
concerned about αὶ possible invasion 
by “laser cowboys” like fase who 
are giving the profsasion a bad 
name in Britain, Mrs. Ravon and 
one of her assistants took a five-day 
training course at Lasertone in 
London, and were personally ap- 
proved by J2an Worth, a precondi- 
tion for purchase of a machine from 
that company, | was told. 

Joy Ravon has also had formal 
training as a cosmetician at the 
Delia Collins School in London. 
She was a founding member of the 
South African organization for es- 
lablishing ethical and professional 
standards in the cosmetic field, Jean 
Worth is a:leader in that cause in 
Britain and internationally, : 

The Lasertone ‘mother com- 
pany in. England carries worldwide 
insurance against possible acciden- 


tal injury to clients from its equip- 
ment, but has sa fur declined to 
validate the policy for I[sracl. 
Meanwhile the local clinic is apply- 
ing for a general liability policy 
from a local insurance firm lo cover 
both Lasertone treutments and the 
more conventional cosmetic work it 
docs in Fel Aviv. 


‘THERE IS another matter on which 
I would like to see the Health 
Ministry take a stand, and that is the 
widespread praclive of eur-piercing 
at jewelry shops. [ confess that, 
without tou much thought, [ recent- 
ly allowed my daughters lo have 
their ears pierced at a shop where 
they do it rather painlessly with a 
kind of stapler that shoots an ear- 
ting right into the lobe. Only 
afterwards did 1 begin to hear 
stories fron: the girls about friends 
who got infections following this 
procedure, in some cases severe 
enough to require removal of the 
earrings to allow the holes to close 
up aguin. 


I have no proof thal the jewelry 


shops were the source οἱ these in- 
fections. 1 also know at least age 
person who developed an infection 
after her ears were pierced by a 
doctor. 
wonder whether commercial es- 
tablish ments are the right places fur 
what is, after all, a minor surgical 
procedure. 


But it does make one. 


Another disturbing factor is that 


jewelry shops seem to be dispensing 
medical advice along with the pierc- 
ing. They tell the customers to apply 
alcohol to the earlobes for a month, 
and, in some cases, even suggest an 
antiobiotic ointment. 


THE STRONGEST pronounce- 


ment [ heard against the practice of 
ear-piercing in jewelry shops came 
from none other than the chairman 
of the jewellers’ section of the Isracl 
Merchants’ Association, Shlomo 
Reise!. “I believe it belongs in the 
medical field," he said, adding that 
he has long urged his fellow jewel- “ 
lers to join him in refusing to carry 
out the procedure, but with little 
success. “I took my own daughters . 


.to a doctor for car-piercing,” he 


said. 

There are physiciana and nurses 
who are willing to pierce ears, with 
a sterilo surgical necdle or some 
other instrument, after using an 
anaesthctizing cream or spray, or 
even an injection, on the earlobes. 
An immigrant from Peru told me 
that South American hospitals 
routinely perform enr-piereings on 
newborn baby girls, but the staff at 
an Israeli hospital were xppalled 
when she suggested this. 

The jewellers suggest that “only 
gold earrings” should be worn, ut 
least until the earlobes have healed 
completely, Wha they arz referring 
to, in most cnses, is nov solid gold, 
but “rolled gold," a very thick gold- 
plating. A pair of rolled-gold ear- 
Fings ‘and the piercing procedure cost 
about 18200 in Tel Aviv today, 
while a pair of tiny’solid-gold ear- 
rings will come to nearly four times 
that amount. Solid-gold jewelry is 
required by law to carry a verifica- 
tion emblem from the Israel Stan- 
dards Institute, Indicating the 
number of carats. : 

in reply to my query, a 
“spokeswoman for the Health 
Ministry said that over the years the - 
ministry has received a small 
number of. specific complaints 
about ear-piercings at jewelry shops 
and has dealt with each complaint 
individually. The ministry just hap- 
pens lo be engaged in its own in- 
vestigation into the entire subject, 
she added. o
